Teachers reject salary offer 


Lompoc school teachers will not 
go on strike despite action yesterday 
to reject a salary proposal approved 
by 
the 
schooi 
board 
and 
the 
teachers' 
negotiating 
council, 
informed sources said today. 
Representatives of the two bodies 
had approved a 3.5 per cent pay 
hike, the school board on Aug. 25, 
and the negotiating council earlier. 
In a strongly worded statement 
issued 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
the 
Representative Council of Lompoc 
Educational 
Association 
(LEA) 
rejected the salary package noting 
that it was “ demeaning to education 
and to the dignity of educators" 
The statement said “ The salary 
package in no way reflects the aims 


that 
were agreed 
upon 
by 
the 
Representative Council who were 
acting 
in 
accordance 
with 
the 
wishes 
of 
the 
majority 
of 
the 
teachers of Lompoc Unified School 
D istrict." 
"Both in term s of program s," the 
statement continued, “ which were 
the number one priority of the 
teachers of LUSD, and in term s of 
salary adjustments, the package to 
the teachers was unacceptable " 
"It was the prim ary concern of 
the 
Representative 
Council 
to 
negotiate 
for 
an 
elem entary 
program iK-3> to reduce class size 
striving for a 20-1 m aximum over a 
number of years. 
"The reasons for this proposal 


generated 
trom 
a 
survey 
of 
elementary 
class 
size 
by 
the 
negotiating council last spring. It 
was found that there are 28 classes 
< K-3 * in the district with a range of 
31-41 
plus pupils 
in size." A 
spokesman for LEA, last night said 
the "mood of the teachers was not to 
strike, but to begin now to develop 
"som e reform for next year." 
Information on the extent ot which 
the teachers had voted to reject the 
salaries approved by 
their own 
negotiating council, was scanty, but 
Sandra Podurgiel. LEA publicity 
chai rman 
said 
it 
was 
"overwhelming." 
She said the school district had 
never faced a situation in which a

negotiating council was ultimately 
rejected by the rank and file of 
te a c h e r s .

uncertainty about the course to be 
followed, but teachers were meeting

The district's minimum teacher 
salary is $6,900 and the maximu.

The worst 
flood waters to hit the Philippine 
capital gradually receded today, 
leaving 34 dead, thousands homeless 
and the danger a fire could spread 


With 22 inches of rain reported, an 
area 
the 
size 
of 
Florida 
was 
affected Manila itself was hardest 
hit with four or five feet of water in 
many areas of the city. President 
Ferdinand E 
Marcos declared a 
State of calamity and em ergency" 
and 
mobilized 
a 
major 
relief 
program. 


A fire broke out today in a seven- 
story building across the street from 
the U.S. 
Embassy m the city ’s 
"tourist belt" and firemen who 
brought their trucks through four- 
foot deep water to fight the blaze 
w arned 
it 
could 
sp re a d 
to 
neighboring buildings. 


Among the 34 confirmed deaths 
were two U.S. sailors killed m a 
landslide at the Cubi Point Naval 
Station, about 90 miles northwest of 
Manila. The Navy identified one of 
the American victims as Machinist 


Mate 1-C Donald E. Stickney of 
Uolumbus. Neb The name of the 
other sailor was withheld until his 
relatives could be notified

After his first two sessions 
at contract bridge old man Z 
who used to play all the 
d u m m ie s in the auction 
bridge columns had learned 
something about c o n t r a c t 
bidding. Not much but he 
at least had found the Black­ 
wood convention. 
He had 
also won two straight dupli­ 
cates by brilliant dummy 
play and the boys decided to 
run in a trick hand on him. 
Z had learned about Black­ 
wood and used or abused it 
every time he held a good 
hand so that his four and five 
no-trump followed by seven 
spades were just about auto­ 
matic for him. 
Looking at all four hands 
you can see that the contract 
will make if declarer tries 
the heart finesse or if he 
finesses clubs against West 
and ruffs out the king. Look­ 
ing at just the North and 
South hands you can also see 
that the best percentage play 


is to play two rounds of 
trumps. They divide evenly 
whereupon South should lay 
down the ace and king of 
hearts to see if the queen 
will drop. When it doesn’t 
drop South should lead the 
jack of clubs to dummy’s 
ace and return the queen for 
a ruffing finesse. Since West 
holds the king of clubs this 
percentage p l a y leaves 
South down two tricks. 


Z studied the hand for a- 
while and remarked, “ Some­ 
one seems to have run one in 
on the old man. 1 played this 
at one spade in auction and 
was careful to make sure of 
12 tricks and did make 13 
when the heart fin e s s e 
worked. I ’ll play this one the 
same way.” 
He drew trumps, cashed 
one heart, tried the heart 
finesse and made the grand 
slam.

- “ No, 
there aren’t any 
poor people in this town,” 
noted a nicely dressed lady 
to Sue Czyzewski last year, 
when 
the 
c o m e ly 
Vandenberg 
A FB 
2nd 
Lieutenant was working as 
a 
V IS T A 
w orker 
in 
Arkansas. 
“ Everybody 
is happy,” 
the native lady continued. 
But Sue didn’t agree, and 
that 
is 
why 
she, 
as a 
registered nurse, decided to 
become 
a 
Volunteer 
in 
Service 
to 
Am erica 
(VISTA) and work for a 
meager $150 per month in 
the 
squalor 
of 
abject 
poverty. 
Said Sue: “ People just 
can't 
believe 
that 
many 
Americans are so bad off, 
that many scratch out a 
living as farm workers for 
$1.25 a day, and that their 
next 
m eal 
is 
an 
uncertainty.” 
I 
know 
I 
certainly 
didn't.” she continued, “ I 
knew 
there 
was 
a 
bad 
problem, 
but 
its 
almost 
impossible 
to 
grasp 
or 
describe unless you see it 
first hand.” 
“ 1 remember one family I 
worked 
with,” 
she 
said. 
“ There were ten kids in that 
family. Their broken down 
shack of a home had no 
heat. All they had in the 
cubbard was a can of lard 
and a sack of rice. They had 
to walk miles for water. 
“ It's a 
wonder anyone 
breaks out of this rut. In this 
case the whole family had to 
work in the tields to make 
it. Because of the meager 
wages, they could probably 
have made more by going on 
welfare. 
Many 
do 
just 
that.” 
Lt. 
Czyzewski 
joined 
VISTA in 1968 in Peoria, 111. 
She decided she wanted to 
help people while at the 
same time getting some 
background in public health 
work, so she jointed Vista. 
Her first assignment took 
her from her Rockford, 111., 
home to Louisana where she 
worked in a neighborhood 
service center. She made

As Campanella Sees It 
Baseball Is Door to Opportunity 


NEW YORK — (NE A ) — 
You can watch the sun com e 
up any tim e of day in Roy 
Cam panella’s liquor store in 
Harlem. Say “ baseball” and 
look at Cam panella’s face. 


Once you m e n t i o n that 
word, you can talk all you 
want about black power in 
athletics, about white con­ 
trol of professional sports, 
about baseball losing popu­ 
larity. Campanella, the se c ­ 
ond black Hall of F am er, 
will only sm ile and shake his 
head. 


“T here’s no sport to co m ­ 
pare with baseball,” he says, 
gesturing for em phasis, still 
sm iling, his ey es bright but 
distant. “ It’s done m ore than 
anything else for the racial 
problem s of this country. It’s 
a chance for a boy to prove 
his ability. It’s a chance to 
get a part of the action.” 


T w elve years have passed 
since the Dodgers, leading 
baseball’s v e r s i o n of the 
California gold rush, aban­ 
doned Brooklyn and headed 
west. Campanella, core of a 
Dodger team that won five 
pennants during his 10-year 
career, three tim es National 
L e a g u e m ost v a l u a b l e 
player, didn’t go with them. 


An auto accident on an icy 
winter road took him out of 
baseball and put him into a 
wheelchair for life. 
In the 12 years since the 
accident, C a m p a n e l l a has 
f o u g h t the paralysis that

t h r e a t e n e d to immobilize 
him. He now has use of the 
upper part of his body, and 
he m akes it work, m aintain­ 
ing an active control over his 
l i q u o r 
store, 
addressing 
school groups and tutoring 
N ew York youngsters in city- 
s p o n s o r e d baseball pro­ 
gram s. 
It is baseball he likes to 
talk about. 


“ W e’ve had as m any as 15 
or 20 thousand kids com e to 
our clinics during a su m ­ 
m er,” he says. “ And I just 
don’t go out there so they 
can use m y n am e—I put on 
a m ike an(i talk to the kids, 
and help i n d i v i d u a l boys 
w henever I ca n .” 


The c l i n i c s , Campanella 
says, have encouraged som e 


dropouts to go back to school 
so they can play high school 
baseball and have led to col­ 
lege 
scholarships 
and 
pro 
contracts for others. 


Suggestions that t o d a y ’s 
black youngsters m ay be los­ 
ing interest in baseball bring 
a laugh from Campanella: 
when he w as 12 he played 
with no glove at all, or with 
a shredded relic if he w as 
lucky. As a teen-ager, he 
played 300 sem ipro ga m es a 
year all over the Western 
H emisphere. 


“ These 
kids 
know 
that 
they 
can 
still 
m ake 
big 
m oney and get to the top 
quick in b aseball,” he con­ 
tends. “ A young white fella 
can go in a lot of directions 
and m ake his m o n e y . A 
black youngster ca n ’t. 
He 
knows that in baseball he 
can get there fast.” 


Cam panella him self spent 
12 years playing in Negro 
leagues before Dodger presi­ 
dent Branch R ickey brought 
first Jackie 
Robinson 
and 
then Cam panella to Brook­ 
lyn, 
installing the m ajors’ 
first black players and, not 
incidentally, creating one of 
the best baseball team s ever. 


“ I never even dream ed of 
playing in the m ajor leagues 
when I w as with the colored 
te a m s ,”

Hurricane Celia: A Bitter Blow 


In the wake of Hurricane 
Celia's smash through Texas, 
the Red Cross has set a na­ 
tional goal of $6 million to 
help shelter and feed per­ 
sons made homeless along 
the Gulf Coast.

A—Abnormally high levels 
of such normal constituents 
of the blood as cholesterol 
a n d triglycerides 
c a u s e 
arteriosclerosis or hardening 
of the arteries. A diet in the 
saturated fatty acids (found 
chiefly in egg yolk and meat 
fats) will cause an increase 
in these blood levels. 
Arteriosclerosis is a very 
gradual process that starts 
at b i r t h but progresses 
faster in some persons than 
in others and, in a given per­ 
son, faster in some vital 
organs than in others. The 
symptoms depend on the or­ 
gans involved. In the brain 
it may cause little strokes; 
in the heart, coronary heart 
disease and in the kidneys it 
is a forerunner of severe 
hypertension (high b l o o d 
pressure). 
In addition to keeping your 
cholesterol level down you 
should avoid smoking, be­ 
coming overweight and, if 
your blood pressure is high, 
get your doctor to prescribe 
an antihypertensive drug. 


Q—My f a t h e r d i e d of 
hardening of the arteries and 
now my brother, 55, has it. 
Is this hereditary? 
A—Heredity does play a 
part in causing this disease, 
but by avoiding the other 
causative factors you can 
g r e a t l y i m p r o v e your 
chances of escaping it. 


Q—Will lecithin or rattle­ 
snake venom help a person 
who has hardening of the 
arteries? 
A—-Lecithin will help to 
lower a high blood choles­ 
terol level but large doses of 
niacin are more effective for 
this purpose. Although rattle­ 
snake venom will cause a 
sharp drop in blood pressure, 
it is not recommended as a 
treatment of arteriosclerosis. 


Q—I have hardening of the 
arteries. Is it safe for me to 
take calcium lactate tablets? 
A—You may take this drug 
in the amount recommended 
by your doctor to maintain 
the strength of your bones 
with perfect safety. 


Q—I have arteriosclerosis 
and am taking Roniacol. Is 
this the best t r e a t m e n t 
for it? Can arteriosclerosis 
cause headaches? 
A—-Arteriosclerosis is one 
of many causes of headache. 
Roniacol is often given to 
persons with this disease to 
improve the general circula­ 
tion. 


Q—In what way does diso- 
dium edetate help arterio­ 
sclerosis? 
Is 
it 
available 
yet? 
A—This drug is given to 
bind the calcium in the blood 
when too much calcium is 
present in the tissues in­ 
cluding the arteries. It is 
available on prescription as 
Endrate or Sodium Versen- 
ate. 


Q-—I have temporal arter­ 
itis. What is the cause and 
treatment? 
A—The cause of this in­ 
flammation of the temporal 
artery in the skull is not 


known. It is rare in persons 
who are under 55 and is 
characterized by pain and 
soreness to touch in the tem­ 
poral region. If cortisone is 
given early in the course of 
the disease and continued 
for six weeks, the condition 
is usually cured. 


Q—A 
physical 
training 
teacher said that standing 
on one’s head is good for 
hardening of the arteries. Is 
this true? Would it have any 
harmful effects? 
A—Standing on one’s head 
will increase the blood sup­ 
ply to the brain but will not 
improve 
cerebral 
arterio­ 
sclerosis. If continued for 
more than four or five min­ 
utes, it may cause unconsci­ 
ousness. 


Q—What is the difference 
between polyarteritis nodosa 
and 
periarteritis 
nodosa? 
Can they be cured? 
A—These are two names 
for the same disease. The 
cause is unknown but it is 
rarely seen in anyone under 
30. Drugs of the cortisone 
group give the best chance 
of improvement but 
they 
must be used with caution in 
victims of this disease. 


Q—I have had agamma­ 
globulinemia since 1957. I 
get an injection of gamma 
globulin every week. Are 
there any pills I could take 
instead? 
A—Your shortage of nat­ 
ural 
gamma 
globulin 
in­ 
creases your susceptibility 
to infection. There is no drug 
you can take by mouth for 
this but the injection of an 
adequate amount every four 
weeks should be sufficient. 


<i—My doctor says I have 
a blood clot in my leg. He 
was going to operate but 
after he took some X rays 
he said the circulation in my 
leg was completely blocked 
and nothing could be done 
He says gangrene will set in 
Can’t anything be done to 
prevent this? 
A-—In recent years sur­ 
geons have successfully re­ 
moved these clots. The soon­ 
er the 
operation 
is 
per­ 
formed the better but some 
legs have been saved after a 
week has elapsed.
